WASHINGTON, Dec. 7— Congress was split today on the 
tariff policy laid down in President Harding’s message. 
Reaction against the president s scheme to give flexibility 
to the tariff was marked in nearly every group. 
With few exceptions, even am ong the “old guard” on the 
finance committee, the president’s proposal to confer large pow­ 
ers in tariff rate making on the tariff commission through the 
executives has not met with favor. 
Senator Simmons of North Carolina, ranking Democrat in 
the finance committee, denounced Harding’s tariff suggestion as 
“impractible.” 
Harding’s proposal for a quasi-judicial tribunal, which ap­ 
parently would be somewhat similar to the Kansas industrial 
court, has aroused strong opposition in labor circles.

1—A prompt reduction of the 
surxtaxes on big incom es (fixed 
by congress at a maximum of 
fifty per cent) to a 25 per cent 
maximum and an eventual cut 
to IO per cent. 
2—A reduction of the corpor­ 
ation income tax, fixed by con­ 
gress at 15 per cent. 
3— Reduction of the present 
rates on wealthy estates, which 
range up to 25 per cent. 
4—Substitution of a low rate 
general tax on a broad class of 
articles or transactions. As an 
example.

prunes, apples, oranges, plums, etc. 
The persim m on is com parable in a 
way to the n av el orange, w hich is 
grown to p erfectio n in this county 
w ithout pollin atio n of the flowers. 
"It is g en erally conceded th a t the 
best soil for th e persim m on is a san­ 
dy loam of open texture and good 
drainage. 
In th is county, however, 
trees planted on 
the heavier soils, 
grow vigorously and tall. W hile on 
the light sandy soil the grow th is 
m ore m oderate, 
or even dw arfed, 
w ith heavy fru itag e, and th e fact 
th a t in th is county, trees are thriv­ 
ing and bearing heavy crops on dif­ 
ferent soils show s th at they a re not 
p articu lar as to soil types. 
E ducated to Taste 
"D uring th e la st few years the 
general public h as been educated to 
a certain e x te n t as to the excellent 
qualities of th e persimm on. 
The 
grow ers have 
becom e m ore in ter­ 
ested in p lan tin g trees throughout 
C alifornia. 
T h is 
fact,

w ith th e rapidly increasing dem and 
for persim m ons in Eastern m arkets, 
prom ises g re a te r prosperity for Cal­ 
ifornia persim m on growers in the 
future.

the larg est persim m on and loquat 
m arket in the U nited States. 
The fruit is shipped in large quan­ 
tities to various destinations in mix­ 
ed cars of fru it an d vegetables. 
“The hachiya 
(pronounced ha-ki- 
yaj persim m on ap p ears to be alm ost 
a perfect v ariety, acorn shaped, deep 
red in color w h en ripe, and nearly 
seedless. 
T h is variety seem s to be 
preferred to all other v arieties es­ 
pecially 
for com m ercial purposes. 
High P riced Fruit 
"It is th e h ig h est priced persim ­ 
mon on th e m ark ets, and 
w hen 
grown on th e M anchurian lotus root 
usually bear a t th re e years old. The 
seeds of th e lo tu s are obtained from 
M anchuria, a province of China. One 
of our local n u rseries, I am inform ­ 
ed, Im ported a few thousand of these 
seeds. 
E ighty-five per cent of the 
trees propagated a re big enough for 
budding and 
w ill be 
budded 
this 
spring w ith buds from the Chapman 
orchard of F u llerto n , one of the best 
hachiya persim m on orchards in Or­ 
ange county. 
T h e Chapman trees 
w ere grow n in Jap an several years 
ago. 
The im portation of trees from 
Japan has now been forbidden to 
prevent the 
introduction of scale 
and diseases. 
In the future C alifor­ 
nia will have to depend entirely on 
native grow n tre e s. 
"In China It is claimed, som e of 
the varieties of persimm ons grafted 
on the M anchurian lotus stock are 
centuries old and still very produc­ 
tive. 
Prom ising Outlook 
“The outlook in Orange county for 
the persim m on industry is prom ising, 
a num ber of o rch ard ists are a rra n g ­ 
ing for planting a s soon as the right 
kind of trees a re available.
